CHAPTER 42,

AN ACT to provide for the more efficient col-
lection of fines belonging to the state.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented
in senate and assembly, do enact as follows:

Collection of SectrioN 1. No county clerk of any county in
fines for state. this state, shall hereafter sign or issue any county
order for the payment of the services of any jus-
tice of the peace, magistrate, clerk of the court,
district attorney, or sheriff until he shall file with
such county clerk, his affidavit that he has paid
into the county treasury all sums of money col-
lected orreceived by him, to the date of such order
for licenses, fines or penalties.
SectioN 2. This act shall take effect and be in
force from and after its passage and publication.
